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not enough fruit. probably 
would not liked beginners. 
lesser Latour product, one 
which makes pretenses, 
Char- 
donnay ($3.39). fruity and 
light, but rather acid the finish 
(aftertaste) perhaps the result 
some unripe grapes. 

The 1975 Blanc Blancs 
Pinot-Chardonnay Macon Lugny 
($3.49) made the UCVB 
cooperative. Blanc 
simply means white wine from 
white grapes not very infor- 
mative name here. has pretty, 
fruity aroma, well-balanced, 
clean flavor, and pleasant fin- 
ish. This one winner. Very 
similar 1975 Macon Lugny Les 
Charmes Pinot-Chardonnay 
($2.99-$3.99) the Cave 
Lugny. know whether Les 
signifies anything all. But the 
wines charming the nose and 
palate, having decent body, good 
balance, and clean finish, which 
means bitter chemical after- 
taste. 

Wines designated Macon-Vil- 
lages come from somewhat 
wider area around Macon, and, 
like the Lugnys, they are often 
worth taking home. From Louis 
Jadot, another well-known 
shipper, have 1975 Macon 
Blanc-Villages Jadot ($3.99). 
smells oak and fruit just 
proportions, and very light and 
clean. has all the qualities white 
Burgundies ought have, but 
Joseph 
Drouhin usually makes good 
middle-brow white wine. His 
Macon-Villages 
($3.99) the same class the 
Jadot, the UCVB Blanc Blancs 
and Les Charmes. wonder 
could pick them out correctly 
with the labels covered. also 
wonder why Drouhin calls the 
wine Laforet, which presume 
corruption foret, the forest. 
Surely the wines not grow 
amidst trees; fact, 
scarcely hint wood this 
wine. Another Macon-Villages, 
little thinner and more tart, but 
still good, clean drinking, Paul 
1974 Domaine 
Saint-Leger ($3.85). Andre Cha- 
landon makes the 1974 Macon- 
Villages ($2.95) for Stefmon, 
small, family-run Waltham wine 
importer. has some fruit the 
aroma, and good fruit-acid ba- 
lance the tongue, but 
some bitterness the finish. Both 
the Beaudet and the Stefmon are 


decent and honest wines, though 


each has minor flaws, 

The last this group, Quen-

sive. the nose, there re- 
served elegance. the mouth, 
there fruit and wood and rich- 
ness and just the right touch 
acid, all melded into unified 
work applied art. The finish

Pouilly-Fuisse, the 
mous wine the Maconnais, has 
become problem. Once inex- 
pensive and good, its popularity 
has caused its price soar out 
all proportion the quality the 
wine. puzzling, for many 
can neither spell nor pro- 
nounce the name. Sometimes 
feel like deelaring boycott 
against the wine, much did 
for beef and sugar when their cost 
got out hand. not dis- 
posed pay for wines 
that are often pretentious and 
ordinary. Right next door 
Pouilly-Fuisse, however, dis- 
tricts like Pouilly-Vinzelles and 
Saint Veran still send the kind 
wines seek. The 1972 
Pouilly-Vinzelles ($2.99) Bou- 
chard Pere Fils nice fellow. 
smells pretty good and tastes 
clean. There is, much the 
vintage, bit too much acid, 
and the finish short, meaning 
the taste diminishes quickly 
goes down. One mark good 
wine pleasant, lingering after- 
taste savored. 

We'll conclude with three 
Saint-Verans. Remoissenet makes 
elegant white wine most the 
time, and gets appropriate 
price for his efforts. His 1972 
Saint-Veran, regularly marked 
$5.50 Brookline Liquor Mart, 
now being sold for $3.99 Elliot 
Macy’s the result, rumor has it, 
some smoke damage, which 
should not affect the inside the 
bottle. The wine has sophisti- 
cated nose (the wine buff’s term 
for smell), complex 
anced, but little sharp the 
mouth. Perhaps this too 
reflection the acidity 1972. 
interesting contrast vin- 
tages provided the 1973 
Saint Veran ($3.69) UCVB. Al- 
though very light, almost watery, 
smells good and soft the 
tongue. But seems dull: more 
acid would enhance its liveliness 
and interest. 

Finally, taste the -1973 
Saint Veran Domaine Lutaud ($4) 
Paul Beaudet. The aroma 
evokes the chardonnay fruit. The 
flavor round well-bal- 
anced, the aftertaste pleasant. It’s 
quite nice wine. 

sum up, group those 
wines which seem de- 
serve special attention this 
price range.

Except for the occasional cracked head 
and, course, Kent State, the student 
movement the ‘60s was and large 
insulated from the violence the war 
protested (one motive behind the more 
militant demonstrations was bring that 
violence home). you were white and 
upper-middle-class, the draft could 
always avoided somehow, and 
amount television coverage the most 
garish color could bring the lurid 
actuality Vietnam into our dormitories 
and living rooms. However vehemently 
opposed it, the war remained 
many others who railed just glibly 
against American imperialism, war crimes 
and the like. Vietnam was equally unreal 
many the war’s advocates, the 
whiz kids the Department Defense 
whose charts invariably predicted light 
the end the tunnel, the American 
Legionnaires who wheeled out Ron 
Kovic, crippled firefight, for 
patriotic rally. Born the Fourth 
July (now available Pocket Book 
paperback), Kovic writes bitterly, 
people had never been (my) war, and 
they had been like they knew 
everything, like they were experts the 
whole goddamn thing.

few things are sadder the 
movies than failed comedy, viewing two 
awful comedies one week depress- 
ing experience indeed depressing, 
fact, that impossible work much 
anger about either them. one has 
been claiming that Les Sauvages Fire 
Sale any good, ‘and one his right 
mind expects them make much mon- 
ey. the forlorn cinematic equiva- 
lents third-rate novels heading straight 
for the remainder table. Some movie- 
goers might say that each represents the 
final degradation once-flourishing 
comic tradition French farce 
the case Les Sauvages, Borscht-Belt 
nagging Fire Sale but since don’t 
believe either tradition was terribly dis- 
tinguished begin with, can hardly rise 
high indignation here. been 
betrayed these movies, just been 
bored them. 

Les Sauvages, which has been kicking 
around since 1975, farce without del- 
icacy, originality dramatic logic, yet 
might have been acceptable summer 
entertainment the principal actors had 
been right. Half the equation for success 
there: Yves Montand, playing rebel 
inventor and free spirit who lives alone 
island off Venezuela, glamor- 
ously raffish and physically galvanized 
semi-satirical style that recalls Cary 
Grant picture like People Will Talk. 
Montand’s relaxed professionalism 
routine assignments one the stable 
pleasures French cinema. However, 
fellow anarchist who intrudes his is- 
land paradise (the movie half-hearted 
rip-off Swept Away), Catherine De- 


neuve all wrong. Beautiful ever, she 


races through the crude physical comedy 
with more energy than you would ex- 


pect, but she never seems having the 
least bit fun. Her lovely eyes fixed 
that glassy, expressionless stare (only 
Bunuel has known how turn her lack 
expression into something perversely 
funny), she tumbles down stairways, 
jumps around tables and falls and out 
clinches with all the grim determina- 
tion good sport that maiden aunt 
willing, but the spirit weak. Deneuve 
not smug and prissy Marie-Chris- 
tine Barrault Cousin, Cousine, but 
she’s not exactly spontaneous, either. 
willful young bitch who hustles her 
way around Latin America, she’s con- 
vincing only when man speaks rudely 
her and she gets haughty and snap- 
pish return. 

Director Jean-Paul Rappeneau (un- 
known me) flings his people around 
the sets style obvious that you in- 
variably predict the pratfalls before they 
occur. This the type movie which 
character cannot emerge from 
hatchway without banging his head, car 
cannot screech around the corner with- 
out its hubcaps flying off. The movie 
said have been big hit France, 
which only proves (for the umpteenth 
time) that the French have terrible taste 
comedy. Perhaps Francophobes will en- 
joy this movie more than others. Ob- 
servers French snobbery, for instance, 
will amused the carefully 
qualified attitude towards the impulsive, 
free-spirited life it’s ostensibly 
brating: when Deneuve kissed and 
pawed noisy Italian family early 
the film, are clearly meant identify 
with her discomfort and applaud her de- 
cision run away from them; appar- 
ently the approval disorder 
doesn’t extend sweating Italians. 
first Montand seems like Robinson 
Crusoe type rough, independent, 
building and growing everything him- 
self masculine solitude. But what the 
life has run away from, the profession 
still practices secretly the dead 
fumes. Even romantic jungle-island 
movies, the implacable French worldli- 
ness shines bright.

You Only Live Once bears the marks

When Weston snapped the picture

want make pepper that 
more than photographer Ed- 
ward Weston once said, and pretty 
much succeeded. now pep- 
somewhat cliche and signi- 
fies object perfectly rendered that 
its form transcends our quotidian sense 
its appearance. Before meal, Weston 
cauliflower head lettuce that one 
his friends suggested Weston ate his 
subjects. 

The exhibit Weston photo- 
Kiva Gallery (through July 29) 
generous overview the photo- 
favorite subjects. His signifi- 
cant works, including still lifes, nudes 
and landscapes, are well-represented, 
though the show stops before his final 
work the ‘40s prior his fatal, 10-year 
struggle with disease. Wes- 
ton’s photographic aesthetic makes itself 
clear throughout the exhibit: his prefer- 
ence for realism over abstraction, his con- 
cern for perfect detail everywhere within 
the frame. 

Only three images the show are vin- 
tage prints, made Weston himself 
within year when shot them. Ten 
others were printed 1955 his sec- 
ond son, Brett, under Weston’s supervi- 
sion. Brett originally took over his fa- 
ther’s printmaking but left off when his 
rapher impinged. The bulk the show 
consists more recent prints Cole, 
the youngest Weston’s four sons. 
his 60s now, Cole, too, has become re- 
spected photographer, and im- 
mersed his own work it’s uncertain 


how much longer will continue print- 


ing his father’s. Generally speaking, the 
more recent the print, the sharper the 
tonal contrast. The acute contrasts 
Cole’s prints make two vintage 
prints nudes seem soft-focus com-

parison. The tones prints fall 
somewhere between. Newer materials 
and technical acumen may account for 
some the differences, well con- 
temporary taste for stricter contrast. 

devoted realism Weston was, 
lyrical abstractions flicker throughout his

gered (to which Group f.64 dedicated it- 
self) might imply. This exhibit makes

Contemporary composers adore Jan 
deGaetani because she’s capable sing- 
ing just about anything that can no- 
tated. Her fastidious intonation and gen- 
eral straight-A musicianship are enough 
quash the standard complaints about 
writing whatever may be, 
the job gets done, and artfully, 
elegantly handled woodwind. For some 
listeners, though, there’s always been 
something the idiot savant about her 
virtuosity; suspicion that was 
heightened the programed-sounding, 
Schubert performances 
issued Nonesuch last year. 

Classic Cole succeeds turning that 
suspicion into alarm. Apart from dis- 
closing what she doesn’t know about
